The withheld record is specific intelligence information 
and was compiled by a law enforcement agency to 
monitor or assess threats. Specific intelligence 
information compiled by investigative and law 
enforcement agencies, the nondisclosure of which is 
essential to effective law enforcement, is exempt from 
production under the Public Records Act. Disclosing 
this information would undermine effective law 
enforcement by enabling persons to mask behaviors, 
evade law enforcement scrutiny, or provide false 
information. Accordingly, nondisclosure is essential to 
effective law enforcement.

An undercover officer’s identity is specific intelligence 
information compiled by a law enforcement agency. 
Specific intelligence information compiled by 
investigative and law enforcement agencies, the 
nondisclosure of which is essential to effective law 
enforcement, is exempt from production under the 

Public Records Act. Disclosing the undercover 
officer’s identity would compromise effective law 
enforcement by jeopardizing the officer’s safety or the 
investigation’s integrity. Accordingly, nondisclosure is 
essential to effective law enforcement. 

Additionally, information revealing the identity of 
persons who are witnesses to a crime is exempt from 
production under the Public Records Act, if disclosure 
would endanger any person’s life, physical safety, or 
property. Revealing the identity of an undercover 
officer would jeopardize his/her life or physical safety.

The withheld or redacted record is specific intelligence 
information and was compiled by law enforcement 
agency. Specific intelligence information compiled by 
investigative and law enforcement agencies, the 
nondisclosure of which is essential to effective law 
enforcement, is exempt from production under the 

Public Records Act. The withheld information is 
specific intelligence information regarding the activities 
of organized crime that is collected and processed by 
the WSP’s organized crime intelligence unit. Law 
enforcement gathers this information to monitor or 
evaluate threats by organized crime. Disclosure of this 
information could compromise effective law 
enforcement by enabling criminal organizations to 
mask their behaviors, evade law enforcement scrutiny, 
or spread false information. Accordingly, 
nondisclosure is essential to effective law 
enforcement. 

Additionally, all of the information and data collected 
and processed by the WSP’s organized crime 
intelligence unit shall be confidential and not subject to 
examination or publication pursuant to the Public 
Records Act.
